EXPLOSION SHAKES MOUNTAIN 


Two Men W orkin g on an Upper Level 


Are Taken Out A live— V ictim s Are 


All Am ericans, M any Being Young 


Sons of Ranchers and Business Men 


W ho Had Taken the Places of Ital­ 


ian Strikers. 


New Castle, Colo., Dec. 17.— Black 
damp— the dust that is the terror of 
coal miners 
the world 
over— added 
thirty-eight victim s to its long list in 
the Vulcan mine of the Rocky Moun­ 
tain Fuel company, a mile and a half 
from here. 
Of the forty men composing the day 
shift at work only two, W . J. Finley 
and .John Dawson, escaped. 
A ll of the 
dead are Americans. 
The 
thirty-eight 
victim s 
were at 
work in the lower level, every nook 
und cranny of which was penetrated 
by the explosion. 
The two survivors worked above on 
the upper levels, where an air passage 
prevented the collecting of the deadly 
dust particles. 
The 
flame 
of 
a m iner’s 
candle 
caused the gas to explode. 
This is 
the theory of the mine officials. 
J. 
W . Cummins, district manager of the 
Rocky Mountain 
Fuel 
company, an­ 
nounced a dust explosion as the cause 
of the disaster after an investigation. 
The force of the blast shook the 
whole mountain and rocked the build­ 
ings on the mine tipple. 
The work of taking out the bodies 
commenced shortly after. 
The bodies were horribly mangled 
and difficulty was experienced in iden­ 
tifying them, but they were checked 
off gradually from the time card. 


Blast Clears Mine of Dust. 


So extensive was the explosion that 
it swept the mine free from dust and 
the rescue work was conducted by 
men with open lumps in their caps 
and without oxygen helmets. 
The scene at the mine mouth was 
more distressing than customary in 
such disasters, for the iast flicker of 
hope for life had died away. 
A ma­ 
jority of the killed men were young 
men from the vicinity of New Castle, 
sons of prominent ranchmen and busi­ 
ness men, who had replaced the Ital­ 
ian miners that went out on strike. 
A snow storm added to the difficul­ 
ty of the rescuers and to the confu­ 
sion of the scene. 
Creat clouds of smoke belched from 
the mine mouth and it was first re­ 
ported that the timbering was on Are. 
Before the smoke cleared away Su­ 
perintendent Meredith with bis life 
helmet had plunged in to discover the 
damage. 
Meredith said he had penetrated to 
the face of the entry at the end of the 
level and found only bodies. 
Father J. P. Carrigan of Glen wood 
Springs, near here, hurried to New 
Castle at the first news of the explo­ 
sion. 
The 
priest 
rushed 
Into 
the 
smoking pit, among the first rescuers 
in search of the dying, to whom he 
might adm inister the last rites of the 
church. 
The Vulcan mine was only about a 
year old and was equipped with mod­ 
ern safety devices.

Senator Root renewed his declara­ 
tions of Saturday that the adm inistra­ 
tion currency bill does not provide 
proper safeguards for an overexpan­ 
sion of money. The fight raged again 
around that phase of the bill.

Adm inistration forces defeated an­ 
other attempt to amend the bill when 
they laid on the table, 35 to 32, an 
amendment by Senator Hitchcock, pro­ 
posing to Increase the federal reserve 
board from seven to nine members.

Washington, Dec. 17.— Under orders 
issued by President W ilson to Secre­ 
tary Lane 846,001» acres of land in 
North Dakota, which have been in­ 
cluded in coal land withdrawals, have 
been restored to entry.

tion Is chiefly of land that proved not 
to contain coal, 
more 
than 631,000 
acres being 
of this 
class. 
The re­ 
m aining 15,000 acres contain lignite 
and, 
since they 
are within 
fifteen 
m iles of a railroad, they have been 
given the minimum price allowed by 
law of $20 an acre. 
The area affect­ 
ed lies at the east end of the Cannon 
B all lignite fields. 
The president has also designated 
52,000 acres of land in Dunn county, 
North Dakota, above the Little Mis- 
| souri river, as subject to entry under 
j the enlarged homestead act.

hours of debate the Republican na­ 
tional committee decided it is clothed 
with 
ample power 
to readjust 
the 
composition 
of the party’s 
national 
conventions and has authority to make 
reforms in convention rules and pro­ 
cedure that have been demanded by 
many elements since the convention 
of 1912 and the Democratic victory in 
November, 1912. 
The committee without a dissenting 
vote decided to make a change in the 
basis of 
representation 
in national 
conventions which w ill affect South­ 
ern states greatly. 
It also gave full recognition to the 
j principle of the prim ary in the elec- 
i tlon of delegates to such conventions 
! and accepted the principle that dele­ 
gates properly accredited by state au­ 
thorities shall be placed on the tem­ 
porary convention roll. 
The only difference of opinion that 
developed on the surface was over the 
question of the machinery to be used 
to effect the reforms. 


Fourteen Favor Convention. 


Of the forty-nine committeemen w’ho 
voted on the one roll taken fourteen 
favored the calling of a special con­ 
vention to bring about these changes 
and thirty-five declared themselves op­ 
posed.

Juarez, Mex., Dec 17.— All the prop­ 
erty 
of Luis 
Terrazas, Sr., 
Enrique 
Creel and Ju an Creel, including hanks, 
mines, vast acres of land, thousands 
of head of cattle, homes and personal 
effects, 
were ordered confiscated 
to 
the rebels in an official decree issued 
by General Francisco Villa. 
Terrazas, now a refugee in the U n it­ 
ed States, Is one of the richest men 
in Mexico. 
His holdings of*about two- 
thirds of the state of Chihuahua are 
said to place him among the most ex­ 
tensive land holders of the world. The 
combined estates of the Terrazas and 
the Creel brothers, his nephews, are 
valued at several millions of dollars. 
General 
V illa ’s 
decree, Issued 
at 
Chihuahua City, was sent to Juarez 
and given out officially. 
It was intend­ 
ed as a notice that, should the revolu­ 
tion succeed, 
neither 
the Terrazas 
nor the Creel fam ilies w ill be allowed 
any indemnity for their losses. 
The decree accuses the Creels and 
the Terrazas families of “ withholding 
taxation and of fomenting the treach­ 
ery of Orozco and Huerta.” 
Luiz Terrazas, Jr., eldest son of 
the land owner, is held a prisoner at 
Chihuahua.

ing for a complete investigation into 
the lynching here of Cleve Culbertson, 
convicted murderer of three person». 
Governor L. B. Hanna communicated 
with W illiam s county authorities. 
“ I consider this crim e an outrage 
on the name of North Dakota and a 
disgrace to the state,” said the gov­ 
ernor’s message. 
“ A complete inves­ 
tigation by W illiam s county authori­ 
ties is ordered and if this Is not fru it­ 
ful the attorney general will take up 
the case.” 
W illiam s county officials began an 
investigation out of which they hope 
to bring to justice more than forty 
masked men who stormed the W ill­ 
iams county jail, dragging out Cul­ 
bertson 
to be 
hanged 
and 
shot to 
death. 
The coroner’s jury, after examining 
several 
witnesses to 
the affair, 
re­ 
turned a verdict that it was impossW 
ble to name any of the persons Im­ 
plicated. 
State’s Attorney U. L. B u r­ 
dick and 
Sheriff Erickson 
admitted 
that they had no clues to the identity 
of any member of the mob. 


Search Prove« Fruitless. 


Men sent into the country to search 
for traces of the gang returned with­ 
out results. 
Borne were successful la 
tracing several members to a point 
eight miles east of W illiston, while 
another party was traced five m iles 
west. 
Officials are inclined to believe that 
many came from Ray, the home of 
the Dillon family, for the murder of 
which Culbertson had been convicted 
and sentenced to life imprisonment. 
Others are believed to have come from 
Mondak, 
Mont. 
Investigation 
has 
turned to those localities. 
Dr. Jam es Hagen at the inquest t«»> 
tilled to an examination of C ulbert­ 
son’s brain. 
Culbertson had pleaded 
insanity as a defense. 
Dr. Hagen and 
the consulting physicians testified that 
they found the brain in normal condi­ 
tion. 
Sheriff Erickson. Police Officer 
Lunceford and Jam es Johnson were 
other important witnesses ut the in­ 
quest. 
Officers reached the acene of the 
lynching within twenty-flve minutes of 
the time Culbertson was hanged and 
the body was cut down immediately. 
Although only three automobiles are 
known to have been used It is believed 
that others were hidden near by and 
that the lynchers were several miles 
distant when the officers reached tbe 
scene.

New Castle, Colo., Dec. 17.— Black 
damp— the dust that is the terror of 
coal miners 
the world 
over— added 
thirty-eight victim s to its long list in 
the Vulcan mine of the Rocky Moun­ 
tain Fuel company, a mile and a half 
from here. 
Of the forty men comjmsing the day 
shift at work only two, W . J. Finley 
and John Dawson, escaped. 
All of the 
dead are Americans. 
The 
thirty-eight 
victim s 
were at 
work in the lower level, every nook 
und cranny of which was penetrated 
by the explosion. 
The two survivors worked above on 
the upper levels, where an air passage 
prevented the collecting of the deadly 
dust particles. 
The 
tlame 
of 
a 
m iner’s 
candle 
caused the gas to explode. 
This is 
the theory of the mine officials. 
J. 
W . Cummins, district manager of the 
Rocky Mountain 
Fuel 
company, an­ 
nounced a dust explosion as the cause 
of the disaster after an investigation. 
The force of the blast shook the 
whole mountain and rocked the build­ 
ings on the mine tipple. 
The work of taking out the bodies 
commenced shortly after. 
The bodies were horribly mangled 
and difficulty was experienced in iden­ 
tifying them, but they were checked 
off gradually from the time card. 


Blast Clears Mine of Dust. 


So extensive was the explosion that 
it swept the mine free from dust and 
the rescue work was conducted 
by 
men with open lamps in their caps 
and without oxygen helmets. 
The scene at the mine mouth was 
more distressing than customary in 
such disasters, for the last flicker of 
hope for life had died away. 
A ma­ 
jo rity of the killed men w'ere young 
men from the vicinity of New Castle, 
sons of prominent ranchmen and busi­ 
ness men, who had replaced the Ita l­ 
ian miners that went out on strike. 
A snow storm added to the difficul­ 
ty of the rescuers and to the confu­ 
sion of the scene. 
Great clouds of smoke belched from 
the mine mouth and It was first re­ 
ported that the timbering was on fire. 
Before the smoke cleared away Su­ 
perintendent Meredith 
with his life 
helmet had plunged in to discover the 
damage. 
Meredith said he had penetrated to 
the face of the entry at the end of the 
level and found only bodies. 
Father J. P. Carrlgan of (Benwood 
Springs, near here, hurried to New 
Castle at the first news of the explo­ 
sion. 
The priest 
rushed 
into the 
smoking pit, among the first rescuers 
in search of the dying, to whom he 
might adm inister the last rites of the 
church. 
The Vulcan mine was only about a 
year old and was equipped with mod­ 
ern safety devices.

W illiam s county officials began an 
investigation out of which they hope 
to bring to justice more than forty 
masked men who stormed the W ill­

The coroner’s Jury, after examining 
several 
witnesses to 
the affair, 
re­ 
turned a verdict that it was impossi­ 
ble to name any of the persons Im­ 
plicated.

admitted 
that they had no clues to the identity 
of any member of the mob. 


Search Prove* Fruitless.

HANGS SLAYER FROM BRIDGE

Williston. 


W illiston, N. D., Dec. 17.— Cleve Cul­ 
bertson, who murdered three members 
of tbe Dillon fam ily at Ray, N. D., on 
Oct. 18, was lynched here after a sen­ 
sational 
attack 
by 
citizens 
on 
the 
county jail. 
Between twenty and thir­ 
ty armed men appeared at tbe jail la 
automobiles. 
Securing a heavy sewer 
pipe and using it as a battering ram 
they charged on the building. 
Repeat­ 
ed onslaughts by the frenzied citizens 
resulted 
in 
the 
heavy door falling 
I rom its binges. 
The maddened throng of men then 
dashed into the jail and forced Sher­ 
iff Carl Erickson into a cell, one of 
them standing gu*»*d over him while 
the rest proceeded to the cell of Cul­ 
bertson. 
Culbertson stood in a corner of his 
cell when the band of men appeared 
with their battering ram and started 
hammering and as the steel door was 
knocked from its hinges he sprang 
forward at his assailants, fighting as 
ferociously as a tiger. 
He knocked 
one of the men unconscious with his 
bare fist, but was soon overpowered. 
The mob by this time was in a 
frenzy of excitement and carried Cul­ 
bertson bodily out of the jail, where 
some person in the crowd fired a bul­ 
let at Culbertson, wounding him. 
The prisoner was thrown into one 
of the waiting automobiles and rush­ 
ed a mile east of the city to the bridge 
over the Little Missouri river, where 
he was hanged with a rope quickly 
fastened to a railing of the bridge.

cent of the voters can frame an ordin­ 
ance and present it to the council. 
Should the council not pass this or­ 
dinance as petitioned for within twen 
ty days after the city clerk has at­ 
tested that the signatures are those of 
qualified voters the 
council 
shall, 
within twenty-five days from the time 
the signatures are approved call a 
special election to be held not less i 
than forty nor more than fifty days ; 
after such call. 
The Referendum 
No ordinance passed by the city ] 
council shall go into effect for thirty I 
days after its passage. 
During the said thirty days ten per­ 
cent of the voters at the last general 1 
municipal election may petition the j 
council to submit the ordinance to a j 
vote of the people at the next general j 
municipal election or at a special elec- j 
tion and such ordinance shall not go 
into effect until after the election. 
The Recall 
The recall is provided for in the j 
new charter. 
Twenty-five percent of I 
the voters at the last general munici­ 
pal election may petition the council 
for the recall of any elective officer. 
Each petition must bear the follow­ 
ing in addition to the reason for re­ 
call: 
’’Before signing the above pe­ 
tition, we have read 
the 
charges 
against the said_______therein con­ 
tained and believe them to be true.”
